The three forms of city govern­ 
ment most common in the United 
States are: 
( ll Mayor and council. 
(2) Commission plan. 
(3) City manager plan. 
More than ninety pet cent of all 
changes in charters have been in 
favor of tile city manager form of 
government. 
There are now more 
than 350 
American cities and towns which 
have managers, and about 6,500,000 
people are living under the 
city 
manager plan. The largest city so 
governed is Cleveland, Ohio, where 
the plan has been in effect 
since 
January 1924. 
What the City Manager Plan Is 
“Under the City Manager Plan 
the voters select on a short ballot, 
at large or by districts, a legislative 
body known as a council or com­ 
missioners. It usually consists of 
from 3 to 9 members, a large num­ 
ber in the larger 
cities, 
which 
chooses at its first meeting after 
election one of their 
number 
as 
chairman who acts as Mayor. The 
council passes all ordinances, levies 
taxes, approves the 
budget 
and 
makes appropriations necessary to 
carry it out and determines as well 
the city’s general policies. 
“The members of this 
council 
may be recalled by the people for 
failure to perform their duties or 
for acts or legislation inconsistent 
witr* the wishes of the people. 
“The council is charged with the 
selection of the City Manager, a 
trained executive who is experienc­ 
ed in handling city problems. 
He 
arui he only is responsible to the 
council alone fore the execution of 
the policies laid down for him by 
the council, and in the performance 
of his duties all details of city ad­ 
ministration are left to his discre­ 
tion. 
Ile employs and discharges 
all heads of city departments and 
approves the appointment of 
all 
subordinate employees and is 
re­ 
sponsible to council for their acts. 
He may be removed by the council 
af any time.” 
(From a booklet issued by the 
City Manager’s Association). 
The Advantages of the Plan) 
The merits of the city manager 
plan are well summarized by Miss 
Charlotte M. Conover, executive 
secretary of the League of Women 
Voters of Dayton, Ohio, where city 
management has been thoroughly 
tested over a period of ten years. 
She says: “I do not want to claim 
that Dayton is the best, governed 
city in the United States. 
I 
am 
pretty sure it isn’t. 
But I suspect 
that it is among the best governed, 
and I know beyond a doubt, that it 
has been better governed in the ten 
years since 1914 than in all its pre­ 
vious century of existent*.” 
Her summary of the important 
advantages is as follows: 
“ (I) The short ballot. 
“ (2) The non-partisan character 
of the ballot. 
“ (3) The controlled executive. 
“ (4) The definite location of re­ 
sponsibility. 
“The short ballot is the greatest 
blessing manager government has 
bestowed on the overworked voter 
of Dal ton. Our city ballot, instead 
of coming by the square yard, like 
linoleum, is actually 
two 
inches 
wide and four inches long. At most 
we elect three, and 
at 
alternate 
elections, only two, commissioners. 
“The non-partisan character of 
the 
ballot 
is another 
provision 
which has its origin 
in 
common 
sense. 
If anyone in Dayton has 
any clear idea of the difference be­ 
tween Republican and Democratic 
methods of street paving or milk 
inspection, he has not divulged it. 
“A manager responsible 
to 
a 
small, coherent and articulate body 
of employers like a city commission. 
is actually more easily controlled 
than the old form of executive, Hie 
mayor win was responsible only 
to that amorphous and inarticulate 
mass, the electorate. 
“ In Dayton, any 
citizen 
who 
cores to take ten minutes to study 
the chart of the government 
can 
very nearly memorize the persons 
i esponsiblo for keeping the streets 
clean, the garbage removed, 
the 
parks and playgrounds supervised. 
the accounts straight, etc. It is all 
neat and tidy, ‘a place for every­ 
thing and everything in its place.’ 
“There is no graft or rumor of 
graft. 
The city tax rate has in­ 
creased only 28 per cent in 
ten 
years, while the rates of the county 
and the schools 
have 
increased 
nearly 150 per cent each.” 
A Challenge to Women 
The graft and waste of city gov­ 
ernment have long been sources of 
disgust to women citizens. 
They 
have wondered w hat they could do, 
through their organizations, to get 
cleaner and cheaper municipal con­ 
trol. 
The city manager plan ap­ 
pears to be the 
solution.

Because he knew that Poehl- 
mann Pros, had, in early days, given 
help to people of the village, he did 
not sign. But lie cannot deny that 
there is a soot nuisance abd in or­ 
der to try to be fair with his neigh­ 
bors and with Poehlmann Bros, he 
started out to get some informa­ 
tion on how soot may be stopped. 
Porches cannot be kept clean in 
Morton Grove. In summer flowers 
and vegetables are ruined. 
Soot 
sifts through windows and is track­ 
ed in through doors and a house 
cannot be kept free of it. 
It gets 
info pantries and is found on food. 
It is really a drawback to sale of 
property, some people looking- at 
property have dropped all idea of 
buying when they would see large 
clouds of smoke throw ing out show­ 
ers of soot. 
But on the other side, no fair 
person w ould want to make trouble 
for the largest business in the vil­ 
lage which gives work to many peo­ 
ple who live here. And so the ques­ 
tion is: Can soot be stopped with­ 
out great cost? 
The Morton Grove man w*as re­ 
ferred to a firm which is probably 
the largest user of coal in Chicago 
and the smaller towns, the Corn­ 
in onwrealth-Edi son Company. 
But. 
as it happened to he more conven­ 
ient at first, lie looked into th* use 
of powdered coal, w hich he was told 
is used by many large plants and 
which prevents soot. He found that 
when powdered coal is used there 
comes from the stack a powdery 
gray matter, very light, which is 
mostly blown away, although some 
of it falls to the street. 
To use 
powdered coal 
special 
expensive 
machinery must he put in. 
He came across factories using 
oil, and found that where oil is 
used in place of coal great care is 
used because if it is not all burned 
in the furnace, a sticky matter is 
thrown out of the stack which is 
very dirty and is really just so much 
unburned oil and a direct loss. 
The Commonwealth Edison Com­ 
pany burn coal by 
the thousand 
tons. 
Anyone can go to 
ore 
of 
their plants on tin1 street car and 
find there is very little soot con­ 
sidering the very big amount of 
coal used. It was carefully explain­ 
ed to the Morton Grove man that 
if soot was allowed to form it w ould 
he just so much unburned or partly 
burned coal, and would mean a big 
loss. 
Soot positively can he stop­ 
ped because this big corporation 
has done it. 
And many 
smaller 
firms have done it. 
And they do 
not use powdered coal, at least not 
in the plants seen by the Morton 
Grove man. 
It was learned that soot must be 
stopped when and as the coal 
is 
burned. There are two main parts 
to a big heating plant—the boiler 
or metal jacket that includes tubes 
and is the means by which the heat 
is sent out to the plant to he heat­ 
ed; and the furnace, inside the boil­ 
er. built of bricks or fire-proof ma­ 
terial—and b is here that soot is 
controlled by having all of tile fuel 
burned, for if soot once forms and 
gets into the smoke stack, there is 
no way 
entirely controlling it. 
How strange it seems that

have showers of smoke and

when other people in other places 
have found out how to stop the soot
